Campb ell and Sikeston—said the 
type of irrigation that would b e 
suitab le for this area was not the 
standard type as is done in the 
west. 
He said what they hav e in 
mind for Southeast Missouri is 
supplemental 
irrigation, 
which 
means only the application of wa­ 
ter to make up the deficiency of 
the av erage rainfall locally. 
The 
experimental 
station 
at 
Campb ell, Dr. Ethridge said, is 
now experimenting with the irri­ 
gation of cotton, corn and soyb eans 
and the results hav e b een rem ark­ 
ab le, he added. 
The Campb ell site was selected 
for the experimentation b ecause 
there 
were 
facilities 
av ailab le 
there at no additional cost, and 
b ecause of the sandy type of soil 
which, agriculturists figured, if it 
grew anything then the experi­ 
ment would work elsewhere on 
b etter soil. 
Dr. Ethridge said he b eliev es 
the irrigated cotton at Campb ell 
will yield ab out \ \ z b ales to the 
acre. 
He stated he b eliev ed irrigation 
could b e carried on anywhere in 
the state, b ut this area wps b et­ 
ter suited b ecause of the higher 
water tab le. 
He cautioned that right now 
Missouri knows little ab out irri­ 
gation in the state and many kinks 
must b e ironed out b efore it would 
b e adv isab le to use it. He said ev ­ 
eryone in the state seems to hav e 
thought of irrigation at the same 
time, and he fears some may jump 
in too fast and lose some money 
in trying to irrigate. 
Fo r Ea rly Ma turity 
Pointing to cotton, Dr. Ethridge 
said the purpose of the 
and experimentation way to * 
early m aturity in the crop. How­ 
ev er, he concluded, Missouri needs 
to b roaden the scope of irrigation 
studies, so it can b e b etter pre­ 
pared for dry seasons such as 
this summer. 
Bracey, executiv e secretary of 
the Missouri Cotton Producers As­ 
sociation, discussed the major is­ 
sue facing the farm er today. He 
said it is not a new matter, b ut 
merely the question of which will 
b e b etter, in the farm price sup­ 
port program, fixed or flexib le 
prices. 
Although many persons are ad­ 
v ocating a change in the set-up 
of the present 90 per cent parity, 
Bracey said he fav ors the present 
support, which expires in 1954, 
until something b etter could b e 
worked out. 
Despite statements made b y our 
farm leaders, Bracey said, that 
our farmers don’t w ant the 90 per 
cent parity or gov ernment con 
trol, they showed in the recent 
nation-wide v ote on the wheat 
referendum when 87 per cent of 
them fav ored the question.

Farmers Meet Fox 
Damage Problems 


By J im Keefe 
1 hours of trapping time netted 14 
i red foxes. The pelts didn't bring 
Missouri Conservation Commission ¡n much money last y ear, but paid 
Farming is one of the riskiest 
ventures a man can engage in. 
You’re at the mercy of the wea­ 
ther, markets 'and nature. By and 
lar§ « ,' farmers can’t do a lot about 
the weather ex cept grin and bear 
it. Markets don’t respond much to 
the cussing they get, either. The 
battle with nature—bugs, rodents, 
fancy diseases is tough to fight, 
too. But something can be done 
about the vicissitudes of nature— 
some of them. 
Take one of the annual losses 
that some farmers have to figure 
in their budgets—losses of poultry 
and livestock to predators like the 
coy ote and the fox. There are way s 
to cut thoses losses, and cut ’em 
plenty . In some cases y ou can 
completely write them out of the 
farm budget book, but if not they 
can be cut to where they don’t 
hurt as bad, at least. 
In a way , the fox and coy ote 
problem that besets Missouri' far­ 
mers today is one of our own mak­ 
ing. i Trends in agriculture have 
favored the rise of these two spec­ 
ies. That’s no reason why a farmer 
shotfid go out of the poultry or 
livestock business, though. There’s 
plenty that can be done to pro­ 
tect them, and all it takes is a 
little know-how and effort. This 
has been helped with the libera­ 
lization of the fox season by the 
Conservation Commission, who felt 
a larger population of foxes justi­ 
fied a larger harvest this y ear. 
First of all a man has to get 
on the county extension agent. The 
county agent, in cooperation with 
the Conservation Commission and 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
can arrange for one of the two 
Conservation 
Commission 
exten­ 
sion trappers to visit the com­ 
munity and train landowners in 
the most efficient methods of catch­ 
ing fox es and coy otes. Training 
consists of meetings, where the 
techniques of trapping are dis­ 
cussed, and then an actual trapping 
demonstration. Places to trap and 
best methods of making sets are 
part of the training. With the re­ 
cent regulation by the Conserva­ 
tion Commission permitting farm­ 
ers to trap foxes the y ear around, 
they are in a position to really 
give brother fox the business if 
they have a little training. 
Proof 
of how it pay s off is 
contained in the figures. Last y ear 
meetings and demonstrations were

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off plenty in ending poultry losses 
In southern Missouri T. J . Luney 
of Cassville reports that for 12 
hours spent * trapping he bagged 
two coy otes, 10 red fox es and 10 
grey s. “ I had a 9 8 per cent loss 
of my spring lambs before I took 
y our training in trapping — now 
I’ve got a 100 per cent gain,” he 
wrote. August Lowe of Van Buren, 
who went in for trapping in a big 
way , caught four coy otes, five red 
foxes, four grey s, and two bob- 
'cats, said that before trapping he 
lost 40 goats and 15 chickens to pre­ 
dators but now he has no losses at 
all. 
That’s the way the reports read. 
George Mantle of Laredo writes, 
‘‘Farm ers could wipe out all fox es 
and coyotes if they took a few 
lessons in trapping from your ex ­ 
tension trappers. It is a very suc­ 
cessful method.” Mr. Mantle beg­ 
ged three coyotes and 25 red fox es 
last year. The Conservation Com­ 
mission certainly wouldn’t want 
the fox wiped out in Missouri, but it

training program of the Commis­ 
sion. They can save themselves 
money in two wrays: in cutting 
down or eliminating livestock and 
poultry losses, and in tax es which 
they would have to pay if a bounty 
should be put on fox es as well as 
coyotes. That bounties do not de­ 
crease damage has been shown 
pretty certainly in the past year 
in the case of coyotes. 
The state picture of the success of 
the ex tension trapper training pro­ 
gram shows that trainees have re­ 
duced livestock and pultrv losses 
by 77 per cent since tak ing training. 
This figure is by their own ad­ 
mission when ask ed how valuable 
the aid 
was. 
They didn’t try to catch every 
covoe or fox , but concentrated on 
places where damage was occurrin 
They bagged a total of 249 coyo­ 
tes and 1,038 fox es, which is a lot 
of trouble that isn’t going to be 
happening again. 
Once the ex tension trapper has 
given the farm er the k now-how. the 
effort is all it tak es to get rid of 
these farm headaches. Glance back 
at those figures of the hours spent 
in trapping. You’ll see that the ef

Campbell and Sikeston—said the 
type of irrigation that would lie 
suitable for this area was not the 
standard type as is done in the 
west. 
He said what 
they have 
in 
mind for Southeast Missouri is 
supplemental 
irrigation, 
which 
means only the application of w a­ 
ter to make up the deficiency of 
the average rainfall locally. 
The 
experimental 
station 
at 
Campbell, Dr. 
Ethridge said, is 
now experimenting w'ith the irri­ 
gation of cotton, corn and soybeans 
j and the results have been rem ark­ 
able, he added. 
The Campbell site was selected 
for the experimentation because 
there 
were 
facilities 
available 
there at no additional cost, and 
because of the sandy type of soil 
which, agriculturists figured, if it 
grew anything then the experi­ 
ment would work elsewhere 011 
better soil. 
Dr. Ethridge said he believes 
the irrigated cotton at Campbell 
will yield about ID bales to the 
acre. 
He stated he believed irrigation 
could be carried 011 anywhere in 
the state, but this area was bet­ 
ter suited because of the higher 
water table. 
He cautioned that right now 
Missouri knows little about irri­ 
gation in the state and many kinks 
must be ironed out before it would 
be advisable to use it.

For Early Maturity 
Pointing to cotton, Dr. Ethridge 
said the purpose of the i^ ’igali^P 
and experimentation wsu to 
early maturity in the crop. How­ 
ever, he concluded, Missouri needs 
to broaden the scope of irrigation 
studies, so it can be better pre­ 
pared for dry seasons such as 
this summer. 
Braeey, executive secretary of 
the Missouri Cotton Producers As­ 
sociation, discussed the major is­ 
sue facing the farm er today. He 
said it is not a new matter, but 
merely the question of which will 
be better, in the farm price sup­ 
port program, fixed or flexible 
prices.

Farmers Meet Fox 
Damage Problems 


By Jim Keefe 


Missouri Conservation Commission 
Farm ing is one of the riskiest 
ventures a 
man 
can engage in. 
You’re at the m ercy of the wea­ 
ther, m arkets and nature. By and 
large, farm ers can ’t do a lot about 
the w eather except grin and bear 
it. M arkets don’t respond much to 
the cussing they get, either. The 
battle with nature—bugs, rodents, 
fancy diseases is tough to fight, 
too. But something can be done 
about the vicissitudes of nature— 
some of them. 


Take one of the annual losses 
that some farm ers have to figure 
in their budgets—losses of poultry 
and livestock to predators like the 
coyote and the fox. There are ways 
to cut thoses losses, and cut 'em 
plenty. 
In 
some 
cases 
you 
can 
completely write them out of the 
farm budget book, but if not they 
can be cut to where they don’t 
hurt as bad, at least. 
In a way, the fox and coyote 
problem that besets Missouri' far­ 
m ers today is one of our own m ak­ 
ing. - Trends 
in 
agriculture have 
favored the rise of these two spec­ 
ies. T h at’s no reason why a farm er 
shoUld go out of the poultry or 
livestock business, though. There’s 
plenty that can be done to pro­ 
tect them, and all it takes is a 
little 
know-how 
and effort. 
This 
has been helped with the libera­ 
lization of the fox season by the 
Conservation Commission, who felt 
a larger population of foxes justi­ 
fied a larger harvest this year. 
F irst of all a man has to get 
on the county extension agent. The 
county agent, in cooperation with 
the Conservation Commission and 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
can arrange for one of the two 
Conservation 
Commission 
exten­ 
sion 
trappers 
to 
visit the 
com­ 
munity 
and train 
landowners 
in 
the most efficient methods of catch­ 
ing 
foxes 
and 
coyotes. 
Training 
consists 
of meetings, 
where 
the 
techniques 
of 
trapping 
are 
dis­ 
cussed. and then an actual trapping 
demonstration. P laces to trap and 
best methods of making sets are 
part of the training. With the re­ 
cent regulation by the Conserva­ 
tion Commission permitting farm ­ 
ers to trap foxes the year around, 
they are in a position to really 
give brother fox the business if 
they have a little training. 
Proof 
of how it pays off is 
contained in the figures. L ast year 
meetings and demonstrations were 
held in 50 counties of the state. 
There were 2124 farm ers and others 
who attended the 
meetings, 
and 
756 of them got field training in 
trapping. 
In addition 
110 former 
trainees were given additional as­ 
sistance. Did it pay off° You bet 
it did. 
At the end of the year 
the Conservation Commission asked 
the trainees how they made out. 
The replies were enlightening. John 
Fahrcndorf of fciackwater said that 
he put in 20 hours trapping. He 
caught six coyotes, 42 red foxes 
and one grey fox. Before trapping 
he had lost 30 pigs and about 150 
chickens to these Marauders. His 
/osses were cut considerably after 
he started trapping. 
R. E . Hogan of Flemington trap- 
ed seven hours for which he was 
rewarded with two red foxes and 
cut his leghorn losses from 200 to 
zero. 
Quite 
a 
return 
for 
seven 
hours work. John Hailey of Clark- 
sdale 
lost 60 chickens to foxes, 
but that cam e to a halt after 20 


I hours of trapping time netted 14 
i red foxes. The pelts didn't bring 
in much money last year, but paid 
I off plenty in ending poultry losses. 
In southern Missouri T. J . Luney 
I of Cassville reports 
that for 
12 
|hours 
spent trapping 
he bagged 
! two coyotes, 10 red foxes and 10 
I greys. “ I had a 98 per cent loss 
of my spring lambs before I took 
your training in trapping — now 
I ’ve got a 100 per cent gain,” he 
wrote. August Lowe of Van Buren, 
who went in for trapping in a big 
way, caught four coyotes, five red 
foxes, four greys, and two bob­ 
c a t s , said that before trapping he 
i lost 40 goats and 15 chickens to pre­ 
dators but now he has no losses at 
j all. 
T hat’s the way the reports read. 
I George Mantle of Laredo writes, 
“F arm ers could wipe out all foxes 
and coyotes if they took a 
few 
lessons in trapping from your ex­ 
tension trappers. It is a very suc­ 
cessful method.” Mr. Mantle beg­ 
ged three coyotes and 25 red foxes 
last year. The Conservation Com­ 
mission 
certainly 
wouldn’t 
want 
the fox wiped out in Missouri, but it 
does feel that farm ers can handle 
anything the fox throws at them 
if they will take advantage of the 
s u c c e s s 
other 
farm ers 
are 
having with the predator trapping 
training program of the Commis­ 
sion. 
They can 
save themselves 
money in two ways: 
in 
cutting 
down or eliminating livestock and 
poultry losses, and in taxes which 
they would have to pay if a bounty 
should be put on foxes as well as 
coyotes. That bounties do not de­ 
crease damage 
has 
been 
shown 
pretty certainly in the past year 
in the case of coyotes. 
The state picture of the success of 
the extension trapper training pro­ 
gram shows that trainees have re­ 
duced livestock and pultrv losses 
by 77 per cent since taking training. 
This figure is by their own ad­ 
mission when asked how valuable 
the 
aid 
was. 
They didn’t try to catch every 
covoe or fox, but concentrated on 
places where damage was occurrin 
They bagged a total of 249 coyo­ 
tes and 1,038 foxes, which is a lot 
of trouble that isn’t going to be 
happening again. 
Once the extension trapper has 
given the farm er the know-how, the 
effort is all it takes to get rid of 
these farm headaches. Glance back 
at those figures of the hours spent 
in trapping. You’ll see that the e f 
| fort is pretty small compared to the 
benefits that are gained. Every ani- 
' :m l caught required an average of 
about two hours effort. The gains in 
dollars for the farm budget were 
terrific. 
Many farm ers are pressed for 
time nowadays, but even if they 
ca n ’t trap themselves the Commis­ 
sion has given permission for them 
to designate someone as their agent 
to take care of any fox or coyote 
problems they might have. In that 
way, local troubles can be handled 
localy without depending on George

Farm ing is one of the riskiest 
ventures a m an can engage in. 
You’re at the m ercy of the wea­ 
ther, m arkets and nature. By and 
large, farm ers can’t do a lot about 
the w eather except grin and bear 
it. M arkets don’t respond much to 
the cussing they get, either. The 
battle with nature—bugs, rodents, 
fancy diseases is tough to fight, 
too. But something can be done 
about the vicissitudes of nature— 
some of them. 
Take one of the annual losses 
that some farm ers have to figure

In a way, the fox and coyote 
problem that besets Missouri far­ 
m ers today is one of our own m ak­ 
ing. i Trends in agriculture have 
favored the rise of these two spec­ 
ies. T hat’s no reason why a farm er 
should go out of the poultry or 
livestock business, though. There’s 
plenty that can be done to pro­ 
tect them , and all it takes is a 
little know-how and effort. This 
has been helped with the libera­ 
lization of the fox season by the 
Conservation Commission, who felt 
a larger population of foxes justi­ 
fied a larger harvest this year. 
F irst of all a man has to get 
on the county extension agent. The 
county agent, in cooperation with 
the Conservation Commission and 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
can arrange for one of the two 
Conservation 
Commission 
exten­ 
sion trappers to visit the com­ 
munity and train landowners in 
the most efficient methods of catch­ 
ing foxes and coyotes. Training 
consists of meetings, where the 
techniques of trapping are dis­ 
cussed. and then an actual trapping 
dem onstration. Places to trap and 
best methods of making sets are 
p art of the training. With the re­ 
cent regulation by the Conserva­ 
tion Commission perm itting farm ­ 
ers to trap foxes the year around, 
they are in a position to really 
give brother fox the business if 
they have a little training. 
Proof 
of how it pays off is 
contained in the figures. Last year 
m eetings and dem onstrations were 
held in 50 counties of the state. 
There were 2124 farm ers and others 
who attended the m eetings, and 
756 of them got field training in 
trapping. In addition 110 form er 
trainees were given additional as­ 
sistance. Did it pay off? You bet 
it did. At the end of the year 
the Conservation Commission asked 
the trainees how they m ade out. 
The replies wero enlightening. John 
Fahrendorf of blackw ater said that 
he put in 20 hours trapping. He 
caught six coyotes, 42 red foxes 
and one grey fox. Before trapping 
he had lost 30 pigs and about 150 
chickens to these M arauders. His 
josses were cut considerably after 
he started trapping. 
R. E. Hogan of Flemington trap- 
ed seven hours for which he was 
rew arded with two red foxes and 
cut his leghorn losses from 200 to 
zero.

hours work. John Railey of Clark­ 
sdale lost 60 chickens to foxes, 
but that cam e to a halt after 20 


“ Farm ers could wipe out all foxes 
and coyotes if they took a few 
lessons in trapping from your ex­ 
tension trappers. It is a very suc­ 
cessful m ethod.” Mr. Mantle beg­ 
ged three coyotes and 25 red foxes 
last year. The Conservation Com­ 
mission certainly wouldn’t w ant 
the fox wiped out in Missouri, but it 
does feel that farm ers can handle 
anything the fox throws at them 
if they will take advantage of the

other 
farm ers 
are 
having with the predator trapping 
training program of the Commis­ 
sion. They can save them selves 
money in two ways: 
in cutting 
down or elim inating livestock and 
poultry losses, and in taxes which 
they would have to pay if a bounty 
should be put on foxes as well as 
coyotes. That bounties do not de­ 
crease dam age has been shown 
pretty certainly in the past y ear 
in the case of coyotes. 
The state picture of the success of 
the extension trapper training pro­ 
gram shows that trainees have re­ 
duced livestock and pultry losses 
by 77 per cent since taking training. 
This figure is by their own ad­ 
mission when asked how valuable 
the aid was. 
They didn’t try to catch every 
coyoe or fox, but concentrated on 
places where dam age was o^enrrin 
They bagged a total of 249 coyo­ 
tes and 1,038 foxes, which is a lot 
of trouble that isn’t going to be 
happening again. 
Once the extension trapper has 
given the farm er the know-how. the 
effort is all it takes to get rid of 
these farm headaches. Glance back 
at those figures of the hours spent 
in trapping. You’ll see that the ef­ 
fort is pretty sm all com pared to the 
benefits that are gained. Every ani- 
nrnl caught reauired an average of 
about two hours effort. The gains in 
dollars for the farm budget were 
terrific. 
Many farm ers are pressed for 
tim e nowadays, but even if they 
can’t trap them selves the Com m is­ 
sion has given perm ission for them 
to designate someone as their agent 
to take care of any fox or coyote 
problem s they m ight have. In that 
way, local troubles can be handled
